at any time after the passing of the said Act, by or out of such Monies 
as shall at any time or times remain in the receipt of the Exchequei oi of C-tmxo 
Ireland, or oat of the growing produce of the Consolidated Fund of the ™J ated 0 
United Kingdom arising in Ireland (after paying or reserving sufficient Fund, 
to pay all such sum and sums of Money as have been directed by any 
former Act or Acts of Parliament, to be paid in Ireland out of the 
said Consolidated Fund) there should and might be issued, by- order of 
3 the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 
for the time being, from time to time, in manner and under the regula- 
tions in the said Act mentioned and contained, any sum or sums 0 Money 
not exceeding in the whole the sum of Two hundred and fifty thousand 
Pounds, to be applied to the purposes of the said Act, in manner and 
under the regulations therein mentioned ; and it was also enacted, la 
it should be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governoi 
or Governors of Ireland for the time being, to appoint such persons 
as he or they should think fit to be Commissioners tor the execution ot 
the said Act in Ireland, in manner therein mentioned :

And whereas the said recited Act was amended by another Act, 
made in the same Session of Parliament ; and it is expedient that the 
said recited Acts shall be amended in manner hereinafter mentioned ; 

it therefore Qfcnacteb, by The KING’S Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, THAT it shall and may be lawful to and for the Com- 3 
missioners for the time being for the execution of the said recited Acts in 
Ireland , by and with the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, to make any 
advance of money under the said recited Acts and this Act, in aid of 
any Public Work carried on under the direction of any Corporation in 
Ireland, or of any Commissioners appointed by Parliament, or by the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being, upon the credit of any Rates, Rents, Tolls or Profits, 
which are or shall be levied paid and applied, under the authority or 
controul of any such Corporation, or of any Commissioners or persons 
.so appointed ; and also to make any such advances upon the credit of 
any Presentment to be made by the Grand Jury of any County, or 
County of a City or County of a Town, provided that such Presentment 
be made in the manner hereinafter mentioned and directed; and that in 
all cases where any advance of money shall be made upon the credit of 
any such Rates, Rents, Tolls or Profits, or of such Presentments, it shall 
and may be lawful to and for the said Commissioners, by and with the 4 
consent aforesaid, to direct such advance to be made upon one or more 
mortgage or mortgages, assignment or assignments of such Rates, Rents, 
Tolls or Profits, only without requiring any personal security for the 
same; and also to advance any sum or sums of Money under the pro- 
visions of the said recited Acts and this Act, at such rate of Interest, 
not less than nor more than 

as to the said Commissioners shall seem fit, and to provide that the 
Principal Money so to be advanced shall be repaid by instalments, in 
any sum or sums not less than per cent per annum 

of the Principal Money so lent or advanced, as the said Commissioners 
shall think fit. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for 
any Grand Jury of a County, or County of a City, or County of aTown, at 
any Assizes, or if in the County of Dublin, or County of the City of 
Dublin , in any Presenting Term, to present any sum or sums of Money 
for the purpose of any Public W ork, which it is by the laws now in force, 
competent for them to present, in order to obtain advances of money 
from the said Commissioners, and to set forth in such Presentment that 5 
such sum or sums of Money shall be raised and levied by yearly instal- 
ments of not less than per centum of the whole sum to be 

expended, and likewise to present a sum sufficient to pay the annual in- 
terest of such sum or sums to be so expended, at a rate not less than
